The opposition to the Democratic 
nominee because of his Tammany af- 
filiation is largely based on misrepre- 
sentation. That Gov. Smjth has long 
ago outgrown any subservience to this 
organization and that he would not 
permit it to control his policie- as 
president is vouchsafed by his govern- 
ment of the state of New. York, as well 
as by his outstanding traits of char- 
acter. 


He is referred to as the enemy of 


the SL Lawrence waterway. It is true 
he has opposed this project vigorous- 
ly as governor of Xew York, where it 
is still being fought on local grounds 
as a menace to New York City's com- 
merce and port supremacy, but it is 
hardly fair to assume he would con- 
tinue to oppose it as president, which 
compels him automatically to take a 
'national viewpoint, and especially in 
•view of his declaration that he wilf be 
neutral and governed by the decision 
of engineers and congress. He might 
not be as effective a leader for hasten- 
ing and authorizing the St Lawrence 
seaway or as diligent a negotiator 
with Canada for cooperation as Mr. 
Hoover, but it is unreasonable to con- 
tend that he would obstruct or en- 
deavor to prevent it 


On prohibition Gov. Smith has tak- 


en a frank, courageous and we believe 
an entirely sincere stand. 
Whether 


his solution of the problem is the cor- 
rect one or not, he is leading the way 
for rational treatment of recognized 
evils; which extreme drys shut their 
eyes to and seem prepared to perpet- 
uate by indifference and by their satis- 
faction with prohibition in "principle." 
It is a gross injustice to refer to Gov. 
.Smith as the tool of the liquor inter- 
ests or as one prepared to shield the 


liquor traffic. Men of presidential pro- 
portions do not shut their eyes to the 
moral phase of the liquor question 
any more than reformers. It would be 
wrong to make a contrary assump- 
tion as .to Gov. Smith. 
/ 


We think the governor is least sat- 


isfactory on the farm 
problem, 
but 


here again he illustrates one of his 
finest qualities, that of 
frankness. 


While he has shown a disposition to 
flirt with the radicals and exponents 
of the equalization fee to"get mid-west- 
ern votesj which at its worst is com- 
mon political strategy, he admits^ he 
has no remedy of his own and will re- 
ly upon the advice and recommenda- 
tions of an expert commission to guide 
him. Certainly he will do the best he 
can for agriculture, within the limita- 
tions of his own experience and those 
set by congress. Any man in the pres- 
idency is going to help agriculture all 
that lies in his power, and so will Gov. 
Smith. 
^ 


On water power conservation he 


takes an advanced stand. He seems to 
incline to. state and government own- 
ership of public service generally, at 
least in principle. We think even here 
he would be guided by practical con- 
siderations and actual conditions as he 
found them, in applying the principle. 
Many persons, even among his admir- 
ers, would prefer to have the governor 
eliminate some of his slang and 
use 


language comporting more with the 
dignity of the presidency. This laxity 
may cost him votes, although on the 
other hand it may win him more than 
it loses, for there are those who like 
to be talked to in the langaage of the 
street, even if it is by a candidate for 
president. 


In a general way there is little to 


distinguish between the ^platforms of 
the two parties. One need fear no more 
from the Democrats of ultra-liberalism 
than from the Republicans of reaction. 
The country should prosper under 
Democrats or Republicans alike. The 
talk that Smith's election will bring 
on hard times or a recession of pros- 
perity is just that—talk. 
There is 


much to 'recommend Gov. Smith for 
the presidency, not only by reason of 
what he is, as disclosed in his success- 
ful 
administration of the affairs of 


New York over a long period of years, 
his splendid organizing abilities and. 
his demonstrated executive capacity,' 
but in what he typifies of the young, 
bold, tradition-breaking spirit 
of 


America. 


Although our preferences lie, as our 


readers are aware, with Mr. Hoover, 
it is not because Mr. Hoover "repre- 
sents the opposite of Gov. Smith in his 
moral qualities and other qualifica- 
tions, but because he seems to embody 
somewhat larger capacities along cer- 
ta:n essential lines. We do not want 
our readers, especially those who ar- 
dently support Gov. Smith, to feel that 
we disparage in any sense his fitness 
for the presidency. We undertake no 
partisan opposition to him. We ask for 
his fair treatment by all and" the care- 
ful study of hi* speeches and propo- 
sals. We shall not deem it a political or 
social reverse if he is elected. We'will 
say this: -We think privilege will get 
more out of the Republicans than 
from the Democrats, bufnot from Mr. 
Hoover any more than from Mr. 
Smith.

Xew York—A notable advance In 


solving the sex mystery of plants, 
and in loading to solution of certain 
plant diseases, has been made by 
Dr. Bernard O. Bodge, now plant 
pathologist at the 
New York Bo- 


tanical Garden here. 


Dr. Dodge, it is reported, has pro- 


duced a fertile hybrid between two 
species of the same pcnus of red 
mold fungi. Fungi are strange forms 
of low plant life which have no roots 
or seeds and draw their sustenance 
from decaying organic matter or like 
parasites from the animal or plant 
on which they live. 


Although many scientists have 


known that fungi have sex, only Dr. 
Dodge has succeeded in breeding two 
different species and producing a hy- 
brid offspring, which in turn could 
reproduct. 


Dr. Dodge worked 
with 
bread 


molds, but believes that other forms 
of fungi might act the same way. 


This, he says, throws new light 


on the plant disea.se problem. For

Many counties have asked the 


state conservation 
department to 


postpone opening of the season to 
Xov. i, believing that rabbits gen- 
erally will be in healthier condition 
after cooler wcathfer and that the 
closed season will be a conservation 
of game life. 


Speaking of tuleremia, a report 


from Madison states the disease is 
nearly always fatal to rabbits and Is 
known to be fatal to 5 per cent of 
human patients who hare ben affl- 
icted with It. The health depart- 
ment recently addressed a letter to 
"Wisconsin physicians Calling atten- 
tion t» the disease. 


The disease Is transmitted from 


rabbit to rabbit through ticks, deer- 


• flies and the rabbit louse and to the 


human being by contact In dressing 
wild rabbits that have been killed 
whilo diseased or through the tick 
or deerfly. A few cases have been 
known to develop from eating flesh 
of rabbits harboring tuleremia when 
the flesh had been 
insufficiently 


cooked. Evidence of the disease In 
dead rabbits is found in small white 
spots in the liver and spleen. 


Xow that th« characteristics of 


tuleremia have become known, it is 
thought more cases will come to 
light.

If a dribbler charges 
into an opponent, or makes personal 
contact with an opponent, without 
an apparent effort to avoid 
such 


contact, a personal foul 
shall be 


called on the dribbler. 


RESTRICT USE OF DRIBBLE 
"If, despite the dribbler's 
effort 


,to avoid contact, personal contact 
ensues, either player, or both, may 
be guilty; but the greater responsi- 
bility, is on the dribbler If he tries 
,to dribble by an opponent who is in 
his path." 


This Is designed to "emphasize the 


responsibility of the dribbler In con 
ncction with the fouls resulting from 
the dribble." says Oswald Tower, 
Andover, Mass., official 
interpreter 


of the rules. 


"Most of those who advocate re 


striction of the dribble," he com- 
ments, "think that the dribble 4s 
used too .nuch or that it Is impossi- 
ble to check satisfactory the many 
fouls resulting from its use. The 
former is a matter of coaching: the 
latter Is a problem for the rules and 
officials to solve. 


OTHER CHAXGES 


"If the dribbler's path Is blocked, 


he Is expected to pass or shoot, that 
is. he ought not to try to dribble by 
an opponent unlesr there Is a rea- 
sonable chance of getting by with 
out contact. More attention hither- 
to is to be directed to the dribbler's 
responsibility." 


Among other changes are provi- 


sions d"sigr.ed to penalize "guard- 
inc from the rear" by a personal 
foul, making '.t illegal for a player

Jefferson Davis was at 
this time leading: the south's hope- 
less fight against northern suprem- 
acy In Congress.

had tried to get a lame duck ap-
